Committee Submits Report on Matter 
of Foundling and Illegitimate 
Children. 
“We believe it true beyond question 
that to permit any mother to abandon 


4 jher child, whatever the circumstances, 


is a wrong that must result in added 
injury to her character,” said the sub- 
committee on founding and illegiti-. 
mate children in its report submitted 
to the Charities Conference Committee 
yesterday. 

“We do not believe that a falsehood 
told or acted can in any real way help 
toward the rehabilitation of a damaged 
moral nature, and it may well be true 
that the general want of success in 
efforts at the reformation of wayward 
giris is in some degree due ts the gen- 
eral policy which assists and encour- 
ages them to tell and live a falsehood 
concerning themselves rather than 


"Mibravely face the terrible consequences 


of their folly and endeavor by a new 
life to attain to that state of honest 
self-respect which alone would give 
them the right to demand the respect 
of the world. 

“But we cannot counsel nor expect 
any general acceptance of this exalted 
standard of conduct on the part of 
those whose welfare here engages our 
attention until every mother is great 
enough to forgive her own daughter 
and every man tells the truth to the 
insurance adjuster, the revenue collec- 
tor and Tax Assessor.” 

The report tells of the subcommit- 
tee having visited and inspected the 
various local neies dealing with 
foundling and illegitimate children and 
presents statistics showing that four 
of the imstitutions report a total of 191 
illegitimate infants dealt with in the 
course of the past year. The other in- 
stitutions made no report on this point. 

“The circumstances surrounding an 
unmarried mother,” the report says, 
“are almost invariably of one of two 
classes. She is either herse me- 
less and dependent on her own §re- 

sources or she bas been placed in an 
institution by her own father and 
mother, who have spread abroad the 
impression that > Ng is simply away 
from home on a visit. Sometimes the 
circumstances afte known to one mem- 
ber of the et family —, and 
that one considers ft a sacred fa 
duty to keep the secret. He will pay 
handsomely sometimes for assistance 
in heaping the secret and to make sure 
of the disposal of the child in some 
way which shall not reveal the identi- 
ty of either himeelf or the mother.”
